Our love 
brought forth a child 
of whom we named 
Yosh. I departed from 
Yew and sought 
justice on Manrel for

haunting dreams of 
the guild. At night I 
came to where the 
guild camped and slew 
Manrel. With 

Manrel dead the guild 
could find no worthy 
leader for it was 
believed that Manrel 
was gifted. I later 
discovered in his 
journal that he 
received the tattoo 
while drinking heavily 
at a tavern in 
Buccaneers den.

Because of my hatred 
for the betraying 
woman I did hate our 
child Yosh. For I 
knew Yosh would one 
day desire to follow 
the footsteps of her 
mother as it seemed 
all female children of 
witches do.
